■Secretary and Assistant Treasurer vers also present. 

,T pon notion duly seconded, the following resolution * 
was adopted*

Jto specific duties were assigned to The ouncil by 
the Board. However, each nan her of the Board was given a copy 
of a tentative statement of the policy of The Corcoran Gallery 
of Art. Habere, including those absent from the meeting, were 
requested by the Resident to study the document carefully and 
to submit to him or to the Secretary any suggested changes or 
corrections so that it might be redrafted before the next ract¬ 
ing of the Board subsequent to which it might be transmitted to 
The Council for furt' er consideration.

Kis services have been of great value to the Gallery and have 
considerably widened the circle of hie friends. Hie devotion 
to the best interests of the Gallery have won hi® the respect 
and friendship of his colleagues and of the Board of Trustees, 
who jointly wish him wall in his new post. 

The appointment of a new Assistant Director was passed, 
although the Qualifications of Hr. Robert Rich.'-.an were discussed, 
it being felt in his case that his financial requirements were 
greater then the toard wished to commit themselves to at this time. 

Fpon motion duly moved end seconded, the following reso¬ 
lution v«® unanimously adoptedt

of Art record iheir great sorrow at the death in Cincinnati, Ohio, 
on May 27th, of its former Curator, Jeremiah O’Con-ior.

THE CORCORAN GALEERY OF ART 

In the belief that the passage of time and chang¬ 
ing conditions requires the restatement of broad policy govern¬ 
ing its plans for the future, the Trustees of The Corcoran Gallery 
of Art record the following: 

We reaffirm as our basic policy for the development 
of the Gallery, the continuation of the original plan of the 
Founder, William Wilson Corcoran, who stated that the purpose of 
the Gallery is "for the encouragement of American Genius." 

In pursuing this policy we have in mind that the 

OL. 

Gallery is located in the National Capitol and in a city with a 
population of approximately one million. Thus, we believe the 
Gallery has an obligation to serve the needs both of the nation 
as a whole, and of the residents of Washington. 

We believe that with our already large holdings of 
American paintings, drawings, watercolors, prints and sculpture, 
we are in a position to augment our collections with a view towards 
assembling an archive of works by American artists which will even¬ 
tually include examples of all American artists of merit. Thus, 
the Gallery may become a national center for American cultural 
studies in the field of art, to which scholars will increasingly 


turn. 





We believe further that the Gallery, because 
of its long prominence in the field of contemporary American 
art, through the benefactions of Senator and Mrs. W. A. Clark 
in establishing the Biennial Exhibition, should expand its 

activities in his field. It is of great importance in the capi-

tol city that there should be a museum where visitors from abroad 
and from all sections of the country can view a large and perma¬ 
nent comprehensive display of the work of living American sculptors, 
painters and printmakers. 

We believe that in rededicating ourselves to the 
"encouragement of American genius" we will not only be fulfill¬ 
ing the intention of our Founder, but will also be serving the 
present needs of the city and of the nation.

Gentlemen: 

The Committee on the Building and 
Grounds begs to submit the following quarterly 
report covering the period, April 1 through 
May 31, 1954. 

During the month of April the Ludgin 
Collection of Contemporary Painting was ins¬ 
talled in Gallery 42. This installation 
called for special lighting for each painting. 
The exhibition. Paintings by Robert Gates , 
was installed in Gallery 30. The downspout 
in the courtyard, having become clogged was 
dug up and replaced. At the same time, clean¬ 
out plugs were inserted in all other downs¬ 
pouts as well, to prevent a reoccurence. 

In May the atrium was hung with 
paintings, prints and sculpture, donated for 
the Weisz Scholarship Auction. Following 
the auction the atrium was rehung with paint¬ 
ings from the permanent collection. The 
Members Room (Gallery 43) was rehung with 
Contemporary Paintings from the permanent 
collection. In Gallery 42 following the 
Ludgin Exhibition, the Stately Homes of 
England was installed. 

A buzzer was installed by the 
speaker's stand in the auditorium. The fence 
around the building was painted. The fire 
extinguishers were emptied throughout the 
building and refilled. Special lighting was 
provided for the graduation of the Art School 
in the auditorium and in the hemicycle room.

Nine plywood sword cases measuring 
32" x 48" have been constructed to hold the 
incoming swords prior to their being instal¬ 
led for the forthcoming exhibition The Sword 
in America . The glass floor panel at the 
north end of the atrium has been replaced, 
but Hires Turner Glass Co. has been 
notified that the glass does not match the 
surrounding panels of glass and that it is 
too slippery at present. 

The job of tearing down the tem¬ 
porary buildings opposite the Gallery has 
now been completed. The District engineers 
have likewise finished the installation of 
the pimping station at the corner of New 
York Avenue and 17th street and the ground 
excavated there has been stamped down and 
resodded.
